effort required in treating are more 
than repaid in the ease with which 
they handle on the range during the 
summer. : 

The solution to this important pro- 
blem is simple but it is a matter of 
major importance to the individual 
and to the industry. If all cattle were 
treated 100 percent for a few years 
the warble fly would virtually become 
extinct, The only way it can live, 
from one season to the next, is in the 
grub stage in an animal, A solution 
,| containing a percentage of rotenone, 
the active ingredient in the wagh, 
will kill ‘the grub. The job is to make 
the application. 

There are various ways in which 
this can be accomplished—some sim- 
ple, some elaborate, But one method 
or another is adaptable for every 
livestock producer in the country, 

In the West, where there are large 
herds and the animals are not stab- 
led, much progress has been made by 
the use of power spraying machines. 
Considerable numbers of animals can 
be treated in a short time by herding 
them through a squeeze and spray- 
ing the backs and sides thoroughly. 
The pressure from the spray is #0 
great it parts the hair on the animal, 
lifts off the scab protecting the war- 
ble and sufficient solution enters to 
kill the grub, Treatments are repeat- 
ed at» intervals as more grubs deve- 
lop, This method has given excellent 
results, Lagt year over 500,000 head 
were treated in Alberta. 

The power spray method has been 
adapted for stable cattle standing in 
the stall or.loase in a pen. Due to the 
length of hose required to reach from 
the machine located in the yard out- 
side the barn the pressure is some- 
what reduced. This difficulty might 
be overcome by the use of machines 
with higher pressure or by handling 
the animals in a method similar to 
that on western ranches. 

A simpler, but perhaps more ar- 
duous, method which has proven sat- 
isfactory for smaller numbers in a 
herd ig the application of the solu- 
tion with a stiff bristled brush. The 
brush must be well wetted and the 
back of the animal brushed vigor- 
ously, thus removing the scab and 
allowing the solution to contact the 
warble. Areas where this method was 
practised by farmers several years 
ago made real progress and where 
vigilance was maintained the pest 
was virtually destroyed, 

Another method syitable for smal- 
ler herds and found to be a practic- 
able way of doing a good job is with 
a regular size machine oil can filled 
with the solution. The scab is lifted 
off by the end of the oil can spout

Pasteurization Favored| 


By A.M.A. Food Council 


The Council .on Foods and Nutri- 
tion of the American’ Medical Assoc- 
iation is of the opinion that “the 
public should demand pasteurized 
milk for drinking and the use of 
pasteurized milk in milk products.” 

An editorial in a recent issue of the 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association states that “the value of 
pasteurization of milk in preventing 
the spread of milk-borne disease is 
now well established,”’ The editorial 
quotes an official statement of its 
Council on Foods and Nutrition as 
stating, in part: 

“The pasteurization of milk is a 
public health measure. The public 
should demand pasteurized milk for 
drinking and the use of pasteurized 
milk in milk products. The dairy 
trade should universally adopt pas- 
teurization in the interest of public 
health. Only pasteurized milk is 
gyented recognition by the council. 
There is no cogent evidence that pas- 
teurized milk is tly infer- 
ior nutritionally to raw milk,”
